Just because amateur filmmaker 
Mark Twitchell lied repeatedly to 
friends, family and police doesn’t 
mean his version about the death 
and dismemberment of a stranger 
in his garage is also a lie, his lawyer 
said yesterday 

Charles Davison, in his closing 
address to jurors, said Twitchell’s 
case is like the stoiy of the boy who 
cried wolf 

Yes, said Davison, the stoiy was 
about a shepherd who falsely 
claimed so many times that a wolf 
attack was imminent that none of 
the villagers would come to help 
him when it occurred for real. 

But a trial is different, he told 
the six-man, six-woman juiy. 

“You don’t have the luxury of 
saying, ‘You (the accused) have lied 
too many times. We can ignore 
what you’re sa 3 dngnow,’” Davison 
said in Court of Queen’s Bench. 

“I have no doubt in my mind 
you’re suspicious,” he added. 


“But you simply can’t be certain 
what happened that night of Oct. 
10 in that garage.” 

Twitchell, 31, is accused of the 
first-degree murder of Johnny 
Altinger, 38, in the fall of2008. He 
has pleaded not guilty. 

But he admitted on the stand 
last week that he lured Altinger to 
a rented garage on Edmonton’s 
south side to be part of 
a hoax to help sell a short slasher 
movie Twitchell had just made. 

Instead, he testified, Altinger 
became upset when he was told 
he’d been tricked. They fought, 
Twitchell said, and he knifed him 
in the heart in self-defence. Then, 
in a panic, he cut up the body, tried 
to bum the remains, but ended up 
dumping them down a sewer. 

Crown prosecutor Avril Inghs in 
her closing address told the juiy 
that nothing Twitchell said on the 
witness stand is credible.

► “The room filled with the echo of 
the pipe crashing into the back of 
his skull,” Inglis read aloud as 
Twitchell, sitting at the defence 
table, looked straight ahead and 
didn't move.

► “I got his dead carcass up on that 
table, and I figured that since I 
went through all this trouble and 
made all this mess I would have to 
clean up.

O strongman suffers literal slap in face during arrest by 
Ivory Coast forces O French air strikes aid in topple

Forces loyal to Ivoiy 
Coast’s elected president 
ended the 10-year mle of 
strongman Laurent Gbag- 
bo yesterday, storming the 
bunker where he had 
holed up and putting him 
under arrest following a 
crisis that left hundreds 
dead and threatened to re¬ 
ignite a civil war. 

Gbagbo’s dramatic ar¬ 
rest came after days of 
heavy fighting during 
which French and UN heli¬ 
copters fired rockets at his 
presidential residence. 
Forces backing the interna¬ 
tionally recognized winner 
Alassane Ouattara had be¬ 
gun a rapid offensive to 
oust Gbagbo last month. 

Issard Soumahro, a pro- 
Ouattara fighter at the 



scene, told The Associated 
Press that the ground of¬ 
fensive to seize Gbagbo 
came after the French 
launched air strikes until

at least 3 a.m. yesterday. 

“We attacked and forced 
in a part of the bunker. He 
was there with his wife 
and his son,” Soumahro 
said. He added that Gbagbo 
was tired and had been 
slapped by a soldier, but 
was not otherwise hurt. 

In western Ivoiy Coast, 
rebels fired into the air in 
jubilation in Duekoue, 
causing a panic among 
refugees who fied in all di¬ 
rections or dropped to the 
ground in terror. In villages 
going east from Duekoue, 
people danced in the 
streets, waving tree 
branches. In one village, 
young men paraded with 
the orange, white and 
green Ivorian fiag.

Poll shows majority within reach 


The Conservatives have 
opened a double-digit lead 
over the Liberals in the 
latest poll — and are 
again knocking on majori¬ 
ty’s door. 

The new Canadian 
Press Harris-Decima sur¬ 
vey suggests Stephen 
Harper’s party stands at 
40 per cent, 12 points 
ahead of the Liberals, 
heading into the first of 
two televised leaders’ de¬ 
bates. 

The NDP were at 15 per 


cent, with the Bloc Quebe- 
cois and the Greens trail¬ 
ing at eight per cent. 

Last week, the two top 
parties were only seven 
points apart with the To¬ 
ries leading 35 to 28 per 
cent. 

The latest sampling of 
voter intentions suggests 
Liberal gains during the 
first week of the cam¬ 
paign might have been a 
short-term setback. 

The telephone survey 
of 1,018 people was taken 



between April 7 and 10, 
and the results are consid¬ 
ered accurate to within 
plus or minus 3.1 percent¬ 
age points, 19 times out of 
20 . 

The findings do not 
take into account the lat¬ 
est controversy to hit the 
Gonservatives; that is, yes¬ 
terday’s leaked draft audi¬ 
tor general’s report 
pointing to possible 
spending irregularities 
during last June’s G8 sum¬ 
mit.

Tm not what you would call technologically 
inclined. I collect old typewriters, scribble all 
my appointments in a moleskin notebook 
and every cellphone I buy malfunctions just a 
few days after the warranty expires. 


B ut as much as I hate technology, I hate be¬ 
ing out of the loop even more. And so this 
weekend 1 reluctantly downloaded LivePro- 
file — a new instant messaging app for my 
BlackBerry. Do 1 need yet another way to 
host multiple conversations on my mobile? 
Of course not. 

And, yet, it would appear that our generation’s vo¬ 
racious appetite for instant messaging still hasn’t 
been satisfied. This latest cross-platform service quick¬ 
ly surged to one million users in just five days after 
launching an app for BlackBerry users at the end of 
March. 

So if you were having trouble connecting with me 
via BBM, SMS, Gmail chat, Facebook, Sk 3 q)e, Linkedln, 
Twitter, email and, oh yea, the actual telephone, there 
is now a brand new way to reach me on whatever 
smartphone of choice you have glued to your sweaty 
palm. Ironically, the more ways there are to stay in 
contact, the less connected 1 feel. 

My desire to join the conversation (wherever it 
might be) means that quality correspondence gives 
way to compulsion. 1 routinely experience phantom 
vibrations (Google it) and, like Pavlov’s poor canine, 1 
start salivating at the very sight of a blinking red light. 

The pressure to keep up with the rapid dialogue 
these technologies facilitate diminishes our ability to 
nurture meaningful relationships. We let cellphones 
become the intrusive third wheel on dinner dates and 
scan status updates and online photo albums instead 
of planning face-to-face catchup sessions. 

So, has this brave new world of mobile messaging 
left us entirely out of touch with reality? Maybe not. 

Last week 1 received a handwritten letter from a 
long-distance friend. This small note probably took 
her less than 20 minutes to compose, seal, stamp and 
mail, yet it was infinitely more meaningful than 20 
days worth of instant messaging. 

1 read it over no fewer than three times before care¬ 
fully placing the pages on a pin board in my bedroom 
— a much more tangible keepsake holder than my vir¬ 
tual catalogue on Pintrest.com. 

I’ll preserve the letter like an ancient relic of a time 
gone by to remind myself that eveiy once in a while 
there is real value in going offline — because 
maintaining a constant stream of texts, tweets, pins 
and posts doesn’t really seem like networking 
anymore. It just seems like work.

The six humans circling 
the Earth said yesterday 
they will join in the cele¬ 
brations of two 
prominent space 
anniversaries from the 
best vantage point of all: 
orbit. 

Today marks the 50th 
anniversary of man’s first 
journey into space and 
the 30th anniversary of 
the first space shuttle 
launch. 

“We’re going to spend 
the day (today) recogniz¬ 
ing it in probably the 
best place you possibly 
can, that’s on orbit and 
looking at our beautiful 
Earth,” American astro¬ 
naut Ronald Garan Jr. 
told The Associated Press 
from the International 
Space Station. 

The space station’s 
Russian commander, 
Dmitry Kondratyev, said 
the human dream of fly¬ 
ing to the stars came true 
with Soviet cosmonaut 
Yuri Gagarin’s flight on 
April 12,1961. 

“Fifty years is a short 
period of time in history, 
but look at that leap 
from a small spacecraft 
to the huge International 
Space Station,” 
Kondratyev told the AP. 
“We hope that during the 
next 50 years, another 
leap that is not less than 
has been done, will be 
done.”

BP EQUALS BIG POCKETS 

BP BUYS GULF COAST 
MILLIONS IN GEAR 


In the year since the oil 
spill on the Gulf of Mexi¬ 
co, officials on the coast 
have gone on a spending 
spree with BP money, 
dropping tens of millions 
of dollars on gadgets and 
other gear — much of 
which had little to do 
with the cleanup. 

The oil giant opened 
its chequebook while the 
crisis was unfolding last 
spring and poured hun¬ 
dreds of millions of dol¬ 
lars into the region. 

In sleepy Ocean 
Springs, Miss., reserve po¬ 
lice officers got Tasers. 
Nearby Gul^ort bought a 
$300,000 vacuum truck 


that never sucked up a 
drop of oil. A parish presi¬ 
dent in Louisiana bought 
herself a deluxe iPad. 

In eveiy case, commu¬ 
nities said the new equip¬ 
ment was needed to deal 
with the spill. In many in¬ 
stances, though, lots of 
money wound up in 
towns that never even 
saw oil from the disaster. 

All told, BP PLG says it 
has paid state and local 
governments more than 
$754 million US and 
reimbursed Washington 
$694 million US. But 
there has been almost no 
accounting for the mon¬ 
ey.

IMF boosts outlook 
for Canada’s economy 


O Risks for Canada in 2011 are deteriorating housing markets and rising 
household debt combined with weak U.S. economy and European debt 


Ganada’s economy will 
grow by 2.8 per cent this 
year, up from an earlier 
forecast of 2.3 per cent, 
the International Mone¬ 
tary Fund said yesterday 
as it warned that the 
world is facing new 
threats from surging oil 
prices. Middle East tur¬ 
moil, higher inflation in 
China and Europe’s debt 
woes. 

In the face of these 
challenges, the IMF low¬ 
ered its expectations for 
Canada for 2012 to 2.6 per 
cent compared with 2.7 
per cent in an earlier fore¬ 
cast. The Canadian econo¬ 
my grew 3.1 per cent in 
2010. 

Meanwhile, the global 
economy should grow 4.4 
per cent this year. That 
compares with growth of 
five per cent last year. The 
IMF projects industrial 
countries will grow 2.4 
per cent while developing 
countries, a group that in¬ 
cludes China, will grow at 
6.5 per cent. 

Olivier Blanchard, the 
IMF’s chief economist, 
said it is critical for coun¬ 
tries running large gov¬

Something about religion 
makes people fatter. 

New research in Chica¬ 
go has found that young 
people who do religious 
activities at least once a 
week are twice as likely to 
become obese at middle 
age as those with no reli¬ 
gious involvement. 

“It is likely that the reg¬ 
ular intake of traditional, 
calorie-rich comfort foods 
at religious gatherings is 
partially responsible for 
the greater risk of obesity 
that we found,” lead re¬ 
searcher Matthew Fein¬ 
stein told Metro.

Feinberg School of Medi¬ 
cine kept track of the reli¬ 
gious habits and weights

of 2,433 young men and 
women for 18 years. 

At the beginning of the 
study subjects were be¬ 
tween age 20 and 32, and 
all were a normal weight. 

Several religions were 
included: Protestants, 

Catholics, Muslims and 
Jews. Those who had a 
high frequency of religious 
participation (attending at 
least once a week) were 50 
per cent more likely to be 
obese by middle age. 

Which comes first? Reli¬ 
gion or obesity? 

This study establishes 
that something connected 
to the high religious in¬ 
volvement is associated 
with weight gain over 
time, not that obese peo¬ 
ple take up religion. 

Feinstein suggests reli¬ 
gious groups should use 
their get-togethers to edu¬ 
cate the faithful about pre¬ 
venting obesity through 
better nutrition and regu¬ 
lar physical activity. 

The data were present¬ 
ed at an American Heart 
Association scientific ses¬ 
sion in Atlanta, Ga. 

The people in the study 
were part of a larger study 
called the Coronary Arteiy 
Risk Development in 
Young Adults. The object 
of the study was to find 
out which groups are at 
higher risk for obesity, and 
therefore diseases and ear¬ 
lier death.

The burden of bearing children 

O Are kids making parents less fit? Childless adults better at keeping in shape than peers 


Could kids be to blame for 
new parents’ bad health 
habits? A study found that 
mothers of young children 
were heavier and ate more 
calories, sugary drinks and 
fatty foods than childless 
women. Dads and moms 
in the study were less ac¬ 
tive than their peers with¬ 
out kids. 

“This isn’t a study about 
blame,” said co-author Jeri- 


ca Berge, a University of 
Minnesota researcher. 
“This is about identifying 
... a veiy high-risk time pe¬ 
riod” for parents that doc¬ 
tors should be aware of so 
they can offer solutions, 
she said. 

That may include diet 
advice, parent-child exer¬ 
cise classes, or just getting 
parents to take walks with 
their kids, the researchers 


said. The study involved 
1,520 adults aged 25 on av¬ 
erage, including parents 
with children younger 
than five years old. They 
were among more than 
4,000 Minneapolis-area 
public school students en¬ 
rolled in a study in their 
teens; the new study in¬ 
cludes those who respond¬ 
ed to followup surveys.

O Nearly half of all teens don’t see five or more drinks 
on a daily basis as a big deal, says a new U.S. study

Downing five or more alco¬ 
holic drinks nearly every 
day isn’t seen as a big prob¬ 
lem for many of the teens 
in the United States, says a 
new report. 

When asked if they see 
“great risk” in drinking 
that much, almost half the 
teens questioned — 45 per 
cent — didn’t see it as a big 
deal. 

The study released 
Wednesday by The Part¬ 
nership at Drugfree.org al¬ 
so showed upward trends 
in marijuana and Ecstasy 
use among young people 
in Grades 9 through 12. 

“You’re seeing this 
weakness in this genera¬ 
tion of teens’ attitudes 
around drug and alcohol 


use,” says Steve Pasierb, 
president of the partner¬ 
ship. “It’s not like this gen¬ 
eration of kids thinks 
they're more bulletproof 
than others, but they real¬ 
ly don’t see any harm in 
that heavy drinking.” 

And while the numbers 
suggest many teens do not 


perceive significant harm 
in heavy drinking, the per¬ 
centage of teens drinking 
is down. 

“U.S. government data 
shows underage drinking 
and binge drinking are at 
record low levels,” says Dr. 
Ra 5 miond Scalettar.

Preparation: 

1 Place flour into dish. In 
another dish, whisk 
egg with milk.

PRE-NUPTIAL PANIC? 


S ometimes people feel 
the need to protect 
their net worth from 
their partner. Per¬ 
haps there’s a great dispari¬ 
ty between assets or income 
or this is a second marriage. 
Children from a previous 
union might be involved or 
one partner could own a 
business. Other times; there 
are trust issues. Generally, 
whatever is accumulated 
during a marriage or a rec¬ 
ognized common-law union 
is considered community 
property and would be di¬ 
vided equally during di¬ 
vorce and separation 
proceedings. 

But, tools such as cohabi¬ 
tation and prenuptial agree¬ 
ments can be signed prior 
to joining households. 


These papers define rights, 
obligations and how each 
partner wants to own their 
assets if the union ends. 

Regardless of your per¬ 
sonal view, take an invento¬ 
ry of all your assets prior to 
marriage or moving in.

When you’ve read the 
same paragraph 10 times 
and it’s still as undecipher¬ 
able as ancient Eg 3 rptian, 
and you’re not studying 
ancient Eg 3 ^tian, it’s time 
to put the books down. Ex¬ 
perts say good breaks are a 
critical part of exam prepa¬ 
ration and actually make 
your brain work better. 

Debbie Bruckner, the di¬ 
rector of the Student Union 
Wellness Centre at the Uni¬ 
versity of Calgaiy, says an 
overburdened brain stops 
processing new informa¬ 
tion. 

“You’ve got to put it into 
your short-term memoiy 
and then move it into your 
long-term memoiy,” she 
says. 

To do that, you need to 
stop cramming new 
knowledge into your crani¬ 
um. 

Joanne Mills, a psychol¬ 
ogist at Mount Saint Vin¬ 
cent University’s Student 
Counseling Services in Hal¬ 
ifax, says most people can 


concentrate for 45 min¬ 
utes to an hour at a time, 
but then need 15 minutes 
to rest. She suggests pick¬ 
ing your break activity — 
Facebooking, going for a 


run — and setting a timer 
for 15 minutes. 

“It’s a cue to your mind 
— almost a Pavlovian re¬ 
sponse to pair a signal 
with refocusing,” she says. 


Mills also suggests set¬ 
ting targets and stopping 
when you’ve reached 
them. 

“Some students will 
take that break even if 


they haven’t finished what 
they set out to do and then 
they don’t really relax or 
enjoy it because their 
mind is racing with T 
must, 1 should, 1 have to.’” 
Mills said. 

If you’re in the flow, 
ride the momentum until 
you come to a natural 
break in the material, then 
set the timer again and 
walk to the comer store. 

Alternating which 
books you’re hitting also 
helps. Work on English for 
an hour, then switch to 
math. It’s like exercising 
multiple muscles at the 
g 5 mi, as different parts of 
your brain flex for differ¬ 
ent subjects. 

Bmckner says that to 
maintain a healthy mind- 
body-spirit temperament 
in the heat of exam sea¬ 
son, sit down with your 
calendar. 

“Make a schedule for 
the month of April — 
when your assignments 
are due, when your final 
exams are, what the 
weighting is for each,” she 
says.

Zara starts stud 5 dng for ex¬ 
ams weeks in advance, of¬ 
ten meeting with her 
classmates to compare 
notes. Nicholas is a perpet¬ 
ual procrastinator, cram¬ 
ming for every exam the 
night before. 

They’re both straight-A 
university students. Howev¬ 
er, research shows that Zara 
is much more likely to re¬ 
tain the information she 


learns for years to come. 

“Long-term learning is 
done over an extended pe¬ 
riod of time,” says Andre 
Malan, student develop¬ 
ment coordinator at Chap¬ 
man Learning Commons, 
with the University of 
British Columbia. “You 
can’t learn things long 
term with one cram ses¬ 
sion. The brain doesn’t 
work like that.” 

Malan oversees a group 
of academic coaches — stu¬ 
dent peers who assist other 
students to improve their 


study habits through goal 
setting, provision of online 
resources and workshops 
on issues around learning. 

Studying in groups en¬ 
hances the retention of in¬ 
formation because it helps 
to keep you focused. “On av¬ 
erage, students who learn 
together or study together 
will do better than those 
who don’t,” says Malan. 

“If you have a problem, 
instead of trying to figure it 
out yourself and spending 
an hour on it, you can get 
someone to explain it to 


you in 10 minutes. That’s 
an obvious advantage.” 

Of course, there are ex¬ 
ceptions. We all know stu¬ 
dents who just aren’t able 
to focus with other people 
around. They get distract¬ 
ed and start discussing 
things like the upcoming 
dance. 

If your goal is just to 
pass the upcoming exam 
rather than learn from it, 
cramming might even get 
you a better mark than 
someone who prepares 
well in advance. 


Study styles 


► study habits can say a lot 
about a person's personali¬ 
ty, says Dc Irvin Wolkoff, a 
Toronto psychiatrist. “Per¬ 
sonality is like a 
fingerprint that shows up 
in everything that an indi¬ 
vidual feels, thinks and 
does, including study 
styles” 

P- People who organize their 
sense of self around inter¬ 
actions with others are 
likely to have a “group 
study” style, says Wolkoff. 
In contrast, those whose 
personality is perhaps a bit 
light in terms of standards 
and values may not see the 
need for steady 
application, making all- 
nighters necessary, he 
says. 

► It’s a good idea to learn 
your study style, says Dr. 
Wolkoff. “Once you know 
how you're inclined to 
work, you can shore up 
your weaknesses and play 
to your strengths.”

said: “I got a few resumes 
submitted by email that 
included links to videos 
on YouTube. The best 
videos were about two to 
three minutes and had 
testimonials from profes¬ 
sors (and) previous em¬ 
ployers, and the person 
came on at the end and 
explained why they’d be a 
great addition to the com¬ 
pany.” 

V^ile Bellegarde and 
Upeslacis admired the 
unique efforts, both said 
it wasn’t enough to land 
the candidates a job. 

Most important: a cov¬ 
er letter and resume that 
are clear, concise and a 
perfect match to the job 
description. Here’s a 
checklist. Your cover let¬ 
ter and resume should in¬ 
clude: 

Perfect spelling and 
grammar 

“The worst thing is when 
they spell my name 
wrong, or the company’s 
name wrong. I’m in the 
communications business 
and you need to be able to 
express yourself well,” 
said Upeslacis. A quality 
cover letter and resume 


will stand out. 

Organized structure 

Bellegarde said that it’s 
important to list chronolo¬ 
gy. “You should be able to 
see the person’s history. If 
you have a degree, put the 
date you graduated. And 
under each position, there 
should be three or four 
bullets of accomplish¬ 
ments.” 

Clarity of information 

“If something was a sum¬ 
mer job, say so. Don’t call 
yourself a seasoned profes¬ 
sional if you have one in¬ 
ternship under your belt,” 
said Upeslacis. You may al¬ 
so want to double-check 
your credentials on social 
media sites. Bellegarde 
said she often checks an 
applicant’s Linkedin pro¬ 
file. 

Research about the company 

Bellegarde said it is appar¬ 
ent when an applicant has 
researched the company. 
“It’s great if they refer to 
criteria in the posting in 
their cover letter.”

Talk to the professor in 
person 

If possible, go see the prof 
rather than send an email. 
Professors are bombarded 
with dozens of emails on a 
daily basis from current 
students and colleagues, 
and they may not get to 
yours right away, or at all. 

Furthermore, they are 
more likely to recognize 
you by your face and not 
your name. It also shows 
you are serious about 
wanting the reference be¬ 
cause you made the effort 
to come see them. 


If you can, find and bring 
either an original marked- 
up and graded copy of an 
assignment you complet¬ 
ed for the professor, or 
print a file that has been 
stored on your hard drive 
or USB key. 

Professors meet hun¬ 
dreds of new students 
every year and may need a 
reminder of how amazing 
you were as a student. 

Tell them why 

If appl 3 dng for a job, tell 
the professor why you are 
excited about the opportu¬ 
nity, which may help him 
or her to want to be part 
of the process. 



Go in with a purpose 

The more information you 
give your professor about 
the opportunity you are 
seeking, the better and 
more detailed the letter 
will be. For job applica¬ 
tions, provide the profes¬ 
sor with the job 
description and a copy of 
your resume. 

Show your work 


If you don’t ask, you won’t 
know 

Try not to be shy about 
asking, and remember 
that profs are there to help 
you. It is an unwritten rule 
that they write letters of 
reference for students. 
There is definitely no 
harm in asking. The worst 
that can happen is that 
they’ll say no. 

Say thank you and keep 



the prof updated on your 
progress.

Despite Edmonton miss¬ 
ing the NHL playoffs for 
the fifth straight year, 
three rookies, Taylor Hall, 
Jordan Eberle and Magnus 
Paajarvi, have raised ex¬ 
pectations and given fans 
a reason to believe better 
days are ahead. 

“There’s definitely a dif¬ 
ferent feeling,” captain 
Shawn Horcoff said. “1 
think last year there was a 
lot of uncertainty.

Another Oilers season is in the book and it 
looked remarkably similar to the one before it. 
Hope still springs eternal, even if the results were 
infernal, so let's take this chance to look at the 
good and the bad of 2010-11, once and for all. 


B est Player: It’s a sad 

indictment of the campaign, 
but defenceman Ryan Whit¬ 
ney was the biggest 
standout. True, he hasn’t 
played since late December, 
but the Oilers were 12-17-6 when he 
was manning the blue-line and 13-28-6 
without him. Whitney’s 27 points in 35 
games projected to totals which would 
have made him the runaway scoring 
leader in Edmonton if he hadn’t been 
felled by an ankle injury (though the 
brittle Ales Hemsky could make the 
same claim). At plus-13, Whitney was 
also one of only three Oilers to avoid 
the minus column, along with Hemsky 
and Richard Petiot, who played two 
games. 

Worst Player: A very competitive cat¬ 
egory. And though the defence in front 
of him deserves a good chunk of blame, 
goalie Nikolai Khabibulin did himself 
no favours this season. On average, he 
faced less shots than battery mate De¬ 
van Dubnyk but posted worse stats. 
Khabibulin had just two wins since 
mid-December and his 3.40 goals- 


against average was second-worst in 
the NHL among regular goalies, just a 
bit better than Rick DiPietro of the 
Islanders. Plus, he’s under contract for 
another two seasons, so the fun won’t 
be stopping unless he retires. 

Best Move: Sending Dustin Penner to 
the Kings at the trade deadline netted 
Edmonton a first-round draft pick, a 
conditional pick and prospect Colten 
Teubert. Along with the coveted first- 
round selection (giving Edmonton two 
this year), GM Steve Tambellini also di¬ 
vested himself of a $4.25-million cap 
hit for next season on a player whose 
tenure in town was marked by unrealis¬ 
tic expectations. 

Worst Move: Taylor Hall dropping 
the gloves with Derek Dorsett. When 
Sidney Grosby has his rare fights, it’s 
with someone in a similar experience 
class, like Matt Niskanen or Brett 
McLean — not a seasoned brawler like 
Dorsett. Hall learned that the hard way 
and even though damage didn’t come 
from a punch, the takedown and ensu¬ 
ing ankle injury wrecked Hall’s outside 
shot of the Calder Trophy.
